The young ralsed In
that mauner are strong and healthy,
and when they get well sturted they
grow rapldly. But heavy ralns and
periods of damp woeather sometimes
cause bhoavy losses In broods so ralesd,
Jind various means are taken to pre-
vent such loss by limiting the range
for a longer or shorter time after

Ona method is to confine the turkey
hen In & coop and allow the poults te
run at large. The coop for this pur
pose should not be less than four feet
long by three wide and high enongh to
allow the hen to stretch to her full
helght, Hens that have not been aceus-
tomed to any kind of restraint seldom
can be confined in a coop suceassfully.

These coopa must be moved dally to
freah locations, and the hen must be
dusted with lice killlng powder once a
week to keep down the lice, which
breed and fncrease rapidly when the
turkey Is _unable to take a thorough
dust bath,

The Poultry Yard.

If thete are any hollows ln your poul-
try runs that are liable to hold water
after bheavy showers All them up or
drain so that the birds will not be com-
pelled to wade through muddy water
balfway up to thelr knees, so to speak,
says Commercial Poultry, Otherwise
some of those valuable and highly
prized early hatched birds will lkely
lie down and dle, And you will won-
der what Is the matter with them. They
will be dwad, of course, but you might
have savad them,

Chareoal Prevents Discass,

The use of charcoal will prevent
much of the diseases that affect the
bowels of poultry. A teasgoonful of
charcoal per fowl fn the soft feed about
three times a week will prove a great
benefit to their bealth.—Farm and Live
Btock Journal.

Chirken Notes,

Green bone ghould be fed three times
a week to the laylng bens and dally to
the male bird,

A few drops of tincture of Irom in
the drinklog water make an excellent
spring tonle for the fowls.

All deformad chicks should be killed
as soon as hatched.
